Rev. S. Livermore, of Shelbyville, wbi 


is to occupy the pulpit of tbe Baptie 
church in this city on the Slst inst., gavi 
us a pleasant call last evening, and among 
other things related the particulars of 
distressing 
accident, resulting in 
the 


death of an old citizen of Shelby county 
On tbe 13th iost., about 1$ miles from 
Prairie Home, in Penn township, Shelby 
county, Frederick Orris, with two others 
was at work in the harvest field. Mr. 
Orris threw his arm forward, and in so 
doing struck the horse with the end of 
the binder. The boree instantly kicked 
striking Mr. 0. in the right temple, ren 
during him insensible. It happened that 
neither bis partner in binding nor tbe 
driver saw the kicking when it took place 
but us Mr. 0. fell off tbe two men fel 
with him. Quickly as possible they rais 
ed him up and conveyed him, in a dying 
state, to his home. His skull being frac- 
tured, it was soon ascertained that there 
was DO hope. He continued in a condi- 
tion of insensibility, unable to converse, 
until Thursday morning at two o'clock^ 
when death closed the scene. Tba fune- 
ral services were performed on Thursday 
afternoon in the West Okaw Presbyte- 
rian Church, Prairie Home, Rev. Mr Fra- 
zer officiating.

This forenoon in company with Cyrus 


Randolph, who drove his eusy-goiogstep- 
per "Lightfoot," a RurnBLicAN represent- 
ative visited tbe Decatur coal shaft, and 
arrived there jasl in time to witness the 
descent of the day force of jolly miners 
into the dark hole, which, including tbe 
"sump," is now 028 feet deep. 
The 


miners' caps were decorated with little 
lamps burning brightly, which servo to 
illuminate the mine as they dig out the 
dusky diamonds and dump them into ths 
buckets, ready to be pulled up ana empti- 
ed out upon the ground a few yards west 
of the shaft. 
On yesterday evening tbe 


miners commenced working by the piece 
or yard, and 12 men are at work in tbe 
mine during each day and night. 
Tbe 


miners receive |4 and |6 per yard for 
woraing in tbe mine. They have taken 
out coal for a distance of 20 feet on the 
east and west sides of the shaft, and 
there is now an immense heap of coal, in 
large and small chunks, on tbe ground 
near the top of the shaft, for sale at $2.50 
per ton. 
The miners are now taking out 


the coal preparatory to getting the vein 
in proper shape for more expeditious ope- 
rations in tbe near future, and all is being 
done under tbe direction of Superintend- 
ent White, who is more than pleased with 
the quality of the coal that has been 
found in such paying quantities.

company has sent lo Chicago for the sea- 
soned timber for the permanent tower to 
be built over the shaft, and as soon as it 
arrives the tower and schutes will be 
erected, when the mine will he in f u l l 
operation and tbe company will have all 
needful facilities for furnishing conl io 
large quantities for home'nnd foreign use.

Kepley, had fallen from a 
train on the Chicago & Alton railroad at 
Braidwood, 58 miles south of Chicago, 
early Sunday morning, and had received 
injuries that resulted in his death.

An Important Scientific Discovery by J. 


Stanley Grlmea. 


Astronomers are unanimous in the opin- 


ion that the planets were at first all uni- 
ted together in the form of a single revolv- 
ing disk, and that this disk separated into 
rings, each of which afterwards concen- 
trated into a placet. If we make a dia- 
gram to represent the relative magnitudes 
and intervals of the planets, iiaoiher to 
represent those of Jupiter's satellites, and 
a third to represent those of Salurn, we 
at once perceive '.hat ia eacu of the three 
systems nature leudcil, or, so to speak, 
attempted to make tbe magnitudes and in- 
tervals successively larger with distance 
from the center 
Bat for some hereto- 


tolore unknown reason the attempt fail- 
ed. J. Stanley Grimes, of Chicago, bus 
solved Ihe mystery, 
lie has demonstra- 


ted that if the disk 
were of uniform 


thickness and density the differences of 
the parts in orbital velocity would inev- 
itably separate it into a series of rings 
which wou'.d be successively wider with 
distance, and when the rings were con- 
centrated into placets of course their 
magnitudes Jand intervuli would increase 
in a regular ratio. It follows that the ir- 
regularities of the jjlaiiets aad satellites 
n regard to their magnitudes and inter- 
vals are all owing to the varying thick- 
ness of the J'S^b from which they were 
ni>iclc. 
He nex: proceeds to show that 


each of 'he three dis-ks was enormously 
thick near , the middle; this middle part 
separated itself f:oui its two sides and 
thus created three oeiti 
Each belt after- 


wards concentrated into one large globe, 
or else sept-rated into small ones. 
The 


middle belt, in each instance, gave birth 
to a gigantic globe. Jupiter is the giaut 
of the planets; Ganymede of Jupiter's sat- 
ellites, and Titan of Saturn's. For fur- 
ther particulars see Grimes' Problems of 
Creation," published oy Suuiner & Co., 
Chicago.

Tha Freeze Out— A Gate of Contempt of 


Court Against a Ballroad Manager. 


And still the war between the citizens 


of Newton. Jasper county, III., and the 
officers of the Peorin, Decatur & Evans- 
ville railway is in progress, but the fight 
may end on Saturday next. It's a queer 
cuse. The following special telegram 
gives additional particulars concerning 
the freeze out aad the present condition 
of affairs; 


NEWTON, ILL., July 12.— Tbe trouble 


with the P. , D. -t £. Railroad company 
at this place has assumed a new phase. 
On last Thursday John B. Cohrs, on be- 
half of the railroad company, met State's 
Attorney Fitbian and several of our citi- 
zens at Olney and neld a consnltation in 
regard to thb matter. Mr. Cohrs propos- 
ed to leave the settlement of the matter 
to the arbitrament of ten business men at 
Newton, rive to be selected by each par- 
ty, whose decision was to be final. 
To 


this Mr. Fithian agreed, provided that 
business should be resumed on the road 
at this point by Monday, July 11. This 
Mr. Cohrs promised should be done, and 
it was thought by all concerned that the 
matter was settled . When Mocday came, 
however, no trains were stopped at this 
place, and the road refused to receive 
freight or passengers for Newton. There- 
upon State's Attorney Fithian ordered 
the sherilt of Peoria county to serve the 
writ of attachment in his hands upon Mr, 
G. L. Bradbury, the General Manager of 
tbe road, for contempt of court, in diso- 
beying tiie injunction issued by the Cir- 
cuit Court. 


Mr. Bradbury will have a hearing be- 


fore Judge Jones to-morrow. It IB be- 
lieved that Mr. Cohrs acted in goed faith 
when he made the agreement to arbi- 
trate, but that Mr. Branbury refused lo 
curcy it out. Mr. Colirs ims gone to 
New York to consult with the president 
of the road, ami there will be a meeting 
of the stockholders and Directors next 
Saturday, when, it is understood, some 
of the officers who brought on this trou- 
ble will be asked to resign, and a big 
family quarrel is brewing in the camp ol 
the managers. 
When the trouble began 


the railroad company bad many friends 
in this county, who, now that they have 
violated a plain agreement, are doing all 
they can to aid the State's Attorney. 


MOIiB ABOUT IT. 


The Peoria Journal of the 13th contain- 


ed the following allusion to the racket: 


Next Monday Manager Bradbury, of the 


P , L. & D. R. R., will go down to New- 
ton to answer a charge of contempt of 
court, preferred by the county attorney 
of Jasper coanty. 
Messrs. Cohrs, Cob- 


leigh and Anderson are likewise included 
in the warrant, but it ia under.'itooti that 
only Mr. Bradbury will be beld. 
The 


facts in tbe case are as follows. There is 
a narrow gauge road within 75 feet of the 
P.,L. & D. depot in Newton.

freight traia slops there a day, but ae 
there ia no agent Ihe conductors transact 
nil the business. Freight is taken for 
Newton as for all other points, but as 
therejis no agent tbe money has to be pre- 
paid. Tue road thereupon culled in the 
aid of tbe railrond and warehouse com- 
missioners, and Bradbury is going down 
there on Monday to see about it. It is a 
case of a fight. The road corsiders that 
the suits were begun against them out of 
spite by au intermeddling lawyer to try 
and work up business against them.

accident has ever occurred atNjwton, 
and' they have kept within Hie 1 mil of 
the law. They now keep within its let- 
ter. All trains stop within 900 feet of the 
railway crossing, and then pull by the 
station, just ns they would if there was no 
station there, with the exception of a 
freight train once a day.

a HE LOW RATE OF I.MEKEST, 


Boston Commercial Bulletin, July 9. 


Ever since the resumption of specie 


payments, coupled with the large issues 
ot government indebtedness, the rates 
of interest have been gradually lessen- 
ing, 
until now the legitimate profit ol 


business, as expressed by the banks, h.ii 
been reduced to the minimum. In the 
meantime the volume of the business 
of the Country has expanded to an un- 
precedented extent, and there are no 
signs of a check to it. 
This business 


represents a value entering into the bil- 
lions, annually. 
But the bills payable 


representing these vast transactions are 
met by checks to the extent of at least 
95 per cent. Thus, while the business 
of the country is liquidated with single 
pieces of negotiable paper, 95 per cent, 
of the money represented in that busi- 
ness serves the purpose of being divert- 
ed to other purposes, and thus is instru- 
mental in keeping the market fully sup- 
plied with funds ; and this supply of 
money in turn has a tendency to keep 
down the rates of interest. 
This com- 


paratively new factor in the money and 
business systems of the country consti- 
tutes one of the most powerful regu- 
lators of the movement of the volume 
of currency in the market for both 
legitimate and speculative purposes. It 
is now within the power or province of 
no man to ''lock up" the currency, and 
thus create a temporary stringency in 
the money market. The immense vol- 
ume of currency afloat is proof against 
the machinations of even the biggest 
'•bull'' on Wall street. 
He may cause 


a slight aihancc in the rates for a short 
time, but the preponderating weight of 
the Circulatory medium would soon re- 
store things to their normal condition. 
In other words, there is now no more 
chance for more ''Black Fridays.''— 
Again, the fact should not be lost sight 
of that all the modern inventions used 
in business in these latter days—the 
railroad, the telegraph 
and the tele- 


phone—confer upon a community ben- 
efits that have a tendency to diminish 
the capital requisite for ths transaction 
of business. 
But when a. Superabund- 


ance of capital is added to the actual 
wants of tho countjy, the rates of in- 
terest must necessarily be low. 
And 


hence, in view of the immense transac- 
tions, with small profits, "a nimble six- 
pence is better than a slow shilling,'' 
with lees money and a higher rate of in- 
terest. 
With new commercial condi- 


sions, the debt rearranged, the national 
credit firmly established, and the indus- 
tries prospering, our country accommo- 
dates itself easily to the new order of 
things and finds all the elements of suc- 
cess of a people underlying a low rate 
of interest for the use of money.

NLNETY-FOCR MILES AN HOUR. 


Mukiu? 175 Miles nt the Rate.of 1 1-2 


Miles a Minnie. 


Philadelphia Kecord. 


"Talk about fast trains! 
When 1 


was carried once at the rate of ninety- 
four miles an hour," said a Philadelphian 
yesterday, who for forty-five out of his 
sixty years has been prominently con- 
nected with railroads in this country 
and England. 


"Possible 1" incredulously remarked 


the newspaper man. 


"Fact! It was away back in 1872, 


over the Great Northern and North 
British roads, the connecting links be- 
tween England and Scotland. 
A party 


ot us went over to inspect the Tay 
Bridge, the one that came down last 
year, you recollect. 
We had a cab en- 


sine, four seats in the cab and four oc- 
cupants, two government officials and 
two railroad men. 
The manager of the 


road gave orders for a clear track, and 
off we went. The engine had a 10£ 
feet drive wheel ; it was a light locomo- 
tive, built expressly for speed, but not 
much lor draught. 
At the start we 


made about a mile a minute, but we ran 
so smoothly that we did not know we 
were doing it until we overtook the 
forty-mile an-hour trains, which were 
standing off for us. 
Well, we kept this 


speed up until we were at a point be- 
tween Glasgow and Dundee. 
Then the 


engineer let her out, and for at least 
175 miles we went at the rate of a mile 
and a half a.minute. 
Zounds, how she 


did By ! How that engineer managed 
to make out the signals I cun't conceive. 
In one moment a post would be in the 
distance, and the next far behind us. 
Just the same with the stations. 
As 


we passed one 1 put ray head out to see 
the name, ana belore I could draw it ii> 
again we had come to tic next. 
Of 


course the stations were rather close. 
Talk aboatcouniing the telegraph pole?! 
Why, thuy looked like picket fences. 
Were we nervous 1 
Not a, bit ol it. 


When you get above sixty miles an 
hour you don't appreciate it, except by 
looking out of the window. 
The per- 


manent Jway, too. was magnificent, and 
that aided us in getting along smoothly. 
I'd risk that ride every day in my lit'e 
without any fear. 


'•There was an engine on the Worces- 


ter and Norwich road, now a part of the 
New York and New England road,whicb 
made seven miles in five minutes on a 
part of her route as regularly as the 
sun rose and set," went on the speaker. 
'•She was a seven feet driver, made in 
Patterson, and carried a baggage and 
two passenger cars. 
There was a long 


stretch of road, with a down grade of 
35 to 40 feet to the mile, and when this 
point was reached the engineer would 
let her go for all she was worth. 


"Belore you go I'll give you a point," 


said the speaker, in conclusion. 
"It's a 


funny thing, but it's true.thatan engine 
going down grade at a high rate of speed 
will slip more than one drawing the 
same train and going up grade. It's a 
fact, yet it fian't be accounted for even 
by mechanics who have given it years 
of study. 
The French government has 


spent thousands of dollars in an en- 
deavor to solve the mystery, yet its en- 
engineers are as n_uch in the dark now 
as ever."

CARE OF INFANTS DURING THE 


SUMMER MOUTHS. 


The New York board of health issues 


the following dicrections: 


Nursing of 
Infants.—Over-feeding 


does more harm than anything else; 
nurse an infant a month or two old 
every two or three hours; nurse an in- 
fant of six months and over, five times 
in twenty-four hours, and no more. 
If 


an infant is thirsty, give it pure water 
or barley water, no sugar. 
On the hot- 


test days a few drops of whisky may be 
added to either water or food, the whis- 
ky not to exceed a teaspoonful in twen- 
ty-four bo ore. 


Feeding of Infantt.—Boil a teaspoon- 


ful of powdered barley (ground in coffee 
grinder) and a gill of water, with a lit- 
tle salt, for fifteen minutes, strain, then 
mix it with half as much boiled milk, 
add a lump of white sugar size of a wal- 
nut, and give it lukewarm irom a nurs- 
ing bottle. Keep bottle and mouth- 
piece in a bowl of water when not in' 
use, to which a little soda may be add- • 
ed. 
For infante five or BIZ months old, 


give half barley water and half boiled 
milk, with salt and a lump of sugar. 
For older infants give more milk than 
barley water. For infanta very costive, 
give oatmeal instead of barley. Cook 
and strain as before. When your breast 
milk is only half enough, change off 
between breast milk and this prepared 
food. 
In hot weather if bluo litmus 


paper applied to the food turns red the 
food is too acid, and you must make a 
fresh mess or add « small pinch of bak- 
ing soda. Infants six months old have 
beef tea or beef soup once a day, by 
itself or mixed with other food; and 
when tenor twelve months old a crust of 
bread or a piece of rare beef to suck. 
No child under two years ought to eat 
at table. Give no candies, in fact, 
nothing that is not contained ic these 
rules without a doctor's orders. 


Summer Complaint.—It comes from 


over-feeding and hot and foul air. Keep 
doora and windows open. Wash your 
children well with cool water twice a 
day or oftencr in the hot season. Never 
neglect looseness of the bowels in an 
infant; consult the family or dispensa- 
ry physician lit onee, and be will give 
you rules about what it should take 
and how it should be nursed. Keep 
your rooms as cool as possible, have 
them well ventilated, and do not allow 
any bad smell to come from sinks, 
privies, garbage boxes, or gutters about 
the house where you live. See that 
your own apartments are right, and 
complain to the board of health if the 
neighborhood is offensive.

What Moody SJIJK nf Uuitonu 


A statement having appeared in the. 


pre»s that Guitnau, the assassin of Pres-t 
ident Garfield, bad been a co-worker 
with Mr. Moody, the evangelist, and 
had lectured under the auspices of the 
Chicago Christian Association^ report- 
er called on Mr. Moody at his home, in 
Northfield, Mass., to ascertain what he- 
knew about him. 


Mr. Moody slated that be bad known 


Guiteau for ten years ; bad never bad 
any confidence in him, and thought him 
a bad man. He bad more egotism and 
assurance than any man be knew, and 
he thought he was not entirely sound 
in his mind. 
At the opening of the 


meetings conducted by Moody and San- 
key at Chicago, in 1876, Guiteau pre- 
sented Himself as an usher, having an 
immense red, white and blue rosette on 
the lapel of his coat, and a baton in his 
band. 
As soon as Mr. Moody saw him 


be bad the rosette and baton taken from; 
him and refused to permit him to act as 
an usher. Two or three times he bad 
him put out of the inquiry room. Gui- 
teau wrote several threatening letters 
to Mr. Moody, saying be was-altwyer 
and would prosecute everybody connect- 
ed with the meetings. It was the opin- 
ion of those who came in connection 
with him then that he was a little out 
of his mind. 
He followed Mr. Moody 


to other places, but was never permitted 
to take part in the meetings or have 
anything to do with them. 
He tried at 


a number of points to run up board bills 
on the plea of being with Mr. Moody in 
his work, and Mr. Moody, while being 
annoyed, could only denounce him as a 
fraud and impostor.

Observatory, Rochester, N. Y , has just 
venfisl the discovery of another comet, 
in the Constellation of Auriga, made 
July Utb, by Prof. J. M. Schaberip, of 
Ann Arbor Mich. This new comet is 
apparently coming directly toward the 
earth, and, for a telescopic comet,13 very 
bright , indeed, it can readily be seen 
with a good opera glass 
It is quite 


remarkable that it should be in just the 
same spot where the present large comet 
was first seen by the naked eye in this 
latitude,and it shows that the two bodies 
must have crossed each other's paths. 
This makes the fourth comet discovered
